As plans develop for 
Englewood store, some 
look to Detroit model

DETROIT The skeptics didn’t think a Whole 
Foods could ever work in Detroit. They also 
didn’t think a Whole Foods could deliver 
change to a city plagued by poverty, blight, 
crime and unemployment. 

Yet in the 1% years since the market opened, 
the aisles have been packed. Some residents 
say that a store known for its high prices and 
pretentious food options has brought small 
but real change to Detroit, delivering jobs to 
residents and new food alternatives. 

As plans for a Whole Foods in Englewood 
in 2016 continue to develop, many in Chicago 
are looking to Detroit for clues to how 
a store will affect the troubled South 
Side neighborhood and its residents. 

Detroit and Engle- 
wood both struggle with 
many of the same social 
ills. About 40 percent of 


Longtime resident and activist Lila Mae Cab- 
bil isn’t convinced the store is a solution to De- 
troit’s troubles. The store received more than 
$4 million in tax incentives to open in what is 
called Midtown, tucked between a low-rise con- 
do and a medical school. In Chicago, the city 
has spent more than $10 million on improve- 
ments to streets and sewers, as well as other in- 
vestments, to land the store in Englewood. 

Cabbil, who was on the advisory commit- 
tee that helped bring the company to Detroit, 
questioned why other local grocers that were 
struggling to stay in business weren’t offered 
public resources in the same way. 

Officials with Whole Foods wouldn't release 
figures on how profitable the Detroit store has 
been. But in the 20 months the store has been 
open, business has been double the company’s 

goals, according to a spokeswoman.

Then he stepped away from the tense inter- 
view and went to the bathroom, still wearing 
the live microphone that recorded what he 
said next. 

“There it is. You’re caught!” Durst whispered 
to himself before running the tap water. “What 
the hell did I do? Killed them all, of course.” 

That moment didn’t just make for a captivat- 
ing finale to a six-part HBO documentary on 
the eccentric life of an heir to a New York real 
estate fortune. It also may have given police and 
prosecutors the evidence they needed to close 
the long-cold case of Susan Berman’s shooting 


death as investigators prepared to find out what 
she knew about the disappearance of Durst’s 
wife in 1982. 

Durst, who was arrested at a New Orleans 
hotel on the eve of Sunday’s final episode of 
“The Jinx: The Life and Deaths of Robert 
Durst,” agreed Monday to face trial in Los An- 
geles for the murder of Berman, who vouched 
for him in public after his wife vanished. 

Durst—whose New York real estate empire 
is worth about $4 billion—has maintained his 
innocence in three killings in as many states. 

He was acquitted by a Texas jury in the 2001 
killing of his elderly neighbor, whose body 
parts were found floating in Galveston Bay. 
Lawyers said Durst—who fled Texas and was 
brought back to trial after being caught shop- 
lifting in Pennsylvania—killed Morris Black in 
self-defense. 

Durst, however, admitted using a paring 
knife, two saws and an ax to dismember the 
body, and that may result in a delay of his trans- 
fer to Los Angeles, because he was arrested 
with a revolver Saturday. That’s illegal for fel- 
ons, and Durst did prison time after pleading 
guilty to evidence tampering and jumping bail. 
Louisiana authorities were considering Mon- 
day whether to press firearms charges.

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Need a team to back in 
March Madness? Look 
for a Chicago connection

Despite the fact that no teams within Chica- 
go’s city limits are headed to the NCAA tour- 
nament, the Second City’s impact on March 
Madness is still first rate. 

It starts at the top with this year’s over- 
whelming favorite, Kentucky. Almost every- 
body will pick the Wildcats in their bracket, 
seeing as they’re undefeated. One of the top 
Cats is point guard Tyler Ulis, who played at 
Marian Catholic in suburban Chicago Heights. 
He is fourth on the team in minutes and shoots 
a solid 41.8 percent from 3-point range. 

“He’s like the energy bunny,” Kentucky 
coach John Calipari said. “We can expect him 
to compete and battle. That’s who he is.” 

Recruiting Chicago’s rich talent base has 
been key to Calipari’s success. In 2008, he 
took Memphis, led by Simeon product Der- 
rick Rose, to overtime of the national title 
game. Rose would become the No. 1 pick in 
the NBA draft two months later. 

In 2012, Calipari won a national title with

another Chicago product, Perspectives Char- 
ter Academy’s Anthony Davis, as the team’s 
centerpiece. Davis also went on to become 
the No. 1 pick in the draft. 

“They were all different,” Calipari said. “I 
mean Derrick played at one of the best high 
schools as far as the tradition of the program. 
Anthony played at one of the worst high 
schools traditionally. Tyler played at a private 
school, so it’s all different. 

“What they all had in common is a desire to 
improve, a comfort level in their skin, which 
made them very good teammates.” 

The same can be said of Frank Kaminsky, 
a Lisle native who played at Benet Academy. 
The Wisconsin center is a front-runner for 
college hoops’ player of the year awards. That 
said, Kaminsky flew under the radar in high 
school. Badgers coach Bo Ryan had a humor- 
ous response when asked about the senior’s 
development. 

“T don’t know if people in the Chicago area 
were saying Frank was that good when he 
was in high school—who were you hanging 
around with?” Ryan said, joking. 

“No, he was developing. He was developing 
in a very nice way, maturing. He’s grown in a

lot of ways.” 

Kaminsky’s biggest competition for awards 
arguably is Duke center Jahlil Okafor, a 
Whitney Young product. Duke coach Mike 
Krzyzewski has compared Okafor to former 
Blue Devils big men Elton Brand and Carlos 
Boozer. 

“Ja’s the biggest one [of all the aforemen- 
tioned Duke players], and he can pass the best 
of the three,” Krzyzewski said. 

So why does the Chicago area excel at pro- 
ducing talent? 

“Growing up I was playing in leagues and 
games all over the place and you play against 
some of the best competition because there’s 
so many people,” Kaminsky said. “Everyone’s 
competing against each other to be the best, 
and when that happens there’s going to be 
good players.”
